Neither Paris telegram No. 686 nor the 
Secretary of State's letter to M. Bidault in 
E 6277 contains any reference to M. Bidault's 
verbal assurance to the Secretary of State 
reported in Paris telegram No. 682.(0a)This 


would seem to be an unfortunate omission, 


since Paris telegram No. 686 may well produce 
considerable uncertainty in the mind of the 
High Commissioner for Palestine (to whom it 
was repeated) about the continued validity 
and effectiveness of this promise. 


From telephone conversations with Mr. 
Ashley Clarke and Mr. Crossley of the Paris 
Embassy, there is no doubt, however, that 
M. Bidault did give such an assurance and I 
understand that Mr. Ashley Clarke has made it 
clear to Me Bousquet of the Quai d'Orsay that 
we regard the Secretary of State's letter 
(BE 6277) as requesting a formal confirmation 


of this assurance rather than as re-opening the 


question de novo, as it appears to do. 

M. Bousquet has expressed the opinion that the 
French Council of Ministers, to whom the 
question has now been referred, would uphold 
M- Bidault's assent to the return of the 
President Warfield's" passengers but might 
demur to some of the other requests in the 
Secretary of State's letter. 


It appears unlikely that the Council of 
Ministers will reject outright our request 
for their assent to the return of the 
"President Warfield's" passengers. This 
would be tantamount to a repudiation of M. 
Bidault and might involve his resignation. 


The Admiralty estimate that the "President 
Warfield" will probably reach Palestine on 
Friday morning and the Colonial Office are. 
strongly of the opinion that the ships to 
which her passengers will be transferred would 
have to sail from Haifa not later than forty- 
eight hours afterwards.

Dear Department, 


The State Department say that they have heard 
from their Consulate in Milan that when Pandelis - 
applied for his United States visa he told the Consulate 
that he wished to visit America to purchase a tanker 
called the J.J. CONEY. This ship, built in 1920, is 
at present working off the west coast of the United 
States. According to the latest information the J.J. 
CONEY has been sold by the Hill Cone Steamship Company 
of San Francisco to the Swiss firm Galea Societa 
Anonima referred to in our telegram No.3717 of the 
30th June. There is no proof that Pandelis is ~ $42 
Sonnected with this firm, or indeed that this firm’ |v} 
is connected with illegal immigration, but the State 
Department point out that both these things may be 
possible. The CONEY might be of value for providing 
bunkers at sea to illegal immigrant ships which have 
been denied bunkering facilities in Mediterranean ports. 
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We are asking the Consulates-General at Los 
Angeles and San Francisco to report the movements of 
this ship. | 

The State Department also tell us that Pandelis 
had been trying to purchase Liberty ships under the | 
pretext of wishing to carry Moslems on the pilgrimage 
to Mecca! The State Department wilk do their best to 


stop any sales.

Arrangements have accordingly been concerted with 
the Colonial Office, the Admiralty and the War Office 
for the return of these people to a French port. 


We have now received a telegram from Paris 
(No. 695 - attached), in which we are told that the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs have made it clear to 
the Embassy that M- Bidault's assurance "cannot be 
“regarded as a decision by the French Government 
"unless and until M. Ramadier confirms it". 


The "President Warfield" is expected to arrive 
in Palestinian waters on Friday morning. The 
Colonial Office state that the ships. to which her 
passengers will be transferred cannot be held at 
Haifa for more than forty-eight hours. 


Unless Me Ramadier endorses x. Bidault's 
agreement with you, we shall therefore be faced on 
Sunday morning with the necessity. of issuing final 
inatructions for the sailing of these Ships in the 
absence of any agreement with the French Government 
as to their destination. In that event, there 
would be two courses of action open to us:- 


(1) We might inform the French that, relying on 
M- Bidault's verbal assurance, we had already set 
the machinery in motion and that the "President 
Warfield's" passengers would reach French waters 
on a given date. This would present the French 
with a fait accompli, which Would make it difficult 
for them to refuse to accept the returned immigrants, 
but which might have adverse effects on the future 
attitude of the French Government on this question. 


(2) we might instruct the Migh Commissioner to. 
cancel the operation and to send the “President 
Warfield‘s" passengers to Cyprus in the normal way. 
This would be a complete confession of defeat and 
we are unlikely to succeed in returning future 
shiploads of immigrants to the country from which 
they set out if we fail in the case of the 
"President Warfield". 


This dilemma will be avoided if M. Ramadier agrees 
to the issuing of instructions to implement M. Bidault's 
verbal assurance to you. So much seems to turn on this 
that I subm%t for your consideration the attached draft 
of a message which you might send to M. Bidault in 
order to strengthen his hand at this juncture.

Premiere of ‘Symphony for 
Strings’ Marks First of Pro- 
grams in Berkshire Festival

LENOX, Mass., July 24 — The 
first concert of the Boston Sym- 
phony series of the. Berkshire 
Music Festival was given tonight

Following from Acting High Commissioner. 


T am pleased to see that the Italians are tightening 


their controls to prevent illegal movement of Jews. 
Paragraph 2 (b) of Rome telegram under reference, however, 


causes me sone misgiving. 


2. If His Majesty's Government agree to receive 
into the British zone of Austria, Jews who have entered 
Italy from the French and American zones, we shall be 
Obliged to take very considerable numbers who crossed from 
the French zone over the Brenner Pass and from the American 
gone over the Krimmel Pass, These crossings are not 
discouraged by the French, who are only too anxious to 
get rid of their Jews and are in many cases actively 


assisted by the Americans. .iccording to our figures, 
numbers entering Italy direct over the Krimmel Fass average 
some 250 a week. We have no figures for entry over the 


Brenner Passe 


| 3. Illegal movement of Jews through the British 
zone of Austria has relatively ceased since June 1946 and 


we only hold some 1,800 at Jdmont camp. It is clearly 
undesirable as affecting our position here in Austria that 


we and the Austrian authorities should be obliged to accept 
into the British zone, Jews who have entered Italy from 
another zone of Austria and whose return thither is opposed by 


the occupying power. - 


4, Accommodation, transport and maintenance would 
place a heavy strain on our limited administrative resources. 
Moreover, since displaced persons are not (repeat not) and 
cannot be placed under guard, there is always the likeli- 
hood of these Jews making their way back into Italy.

War Office telephoned to me on this subject on 2th 
July and said that the War Office were particularly 
anxious that the Military Attaché, who was a Major- 
General,should be present at the proceedings, as | 
the operation was likely to prove a very sticky one. 
The War Office had therefore drafted a strong 
telegram to the Military Attaché saying that he was 
to carry out his instructions and General Templar 
asked if the Foreign Office would concur in this. 


I discussed the matter with Mr. Wright and 
telephoned to Mr. Ashley Clarke in Paris, who spoke 
to the Ambassador and called back to say that Mr. 
Duff Cooper still ebnstietedrztimdst undesirable 
that the Military Attaché should be present, 
particularly in view of the danger of undesirable 
publicity. Besides, he considered that on the land 
the senior British official present at the . 
operation should be the Consul-General.
